Tho Annual Campaign', tsponaored 
by the S.CJL, for tho purpose o£ rais- 
ing funds to carry on Us \vork, was 
officially Inaugurated last ^j^^at 
the semi-annual meeting of tho McGlll 
Association. In the Budget presented 
by Jack Smit, the Treasurer; tho total 
amount of money required for tho 
work locally and nationally Is Î7600.00. 
.Of this amount only $1300.00 Is raised 
In the "University; the balance being- 
raised In the city among graduates 
and friends. 

In addressing the mooting Jnck Smlt 
istàted that on his opinion this year 
marks a crisis In the history of tho 
Association, and that upon tho results 
of thla campaign depends tho' future 
duccess of tho movement. Chuck 
Stewart the Secretary of the S.C.A., 
and Dr. Fred Howes, Organizer ot the 
Campaign In Applied Sclenoo in 1923, 
spoke to the stujlents present, and 
xirgcd tho need for cooperation and 
enthusiastic support In tho oncoming 
Canvass.

Sharing the judge's bench -with the

The ' topic which will bo discussed 
from tho floor was chosen because of 
Its potential practical-, nature, accord- 
ing to the committee in charge of the 
arrangements.

Tragedy I^PI^Hpme Life 
Turned Writer From 
Poetry To Prose 

Dealing with Charles Lamb as a 
person, rather than as a poet, or critic 
or essayist. Dr. W. D. Woodhead, head 
of the Department of Classics of Mc- 
Gill University, related numerous 
anecdotes concerning tho famous 19th 
Century writer to members of the 
English Literature Society at a meet- 
ing held yesterday in the Arts Build- 
ing, lyamb liad a wide . circle of ac- 
quaintances and his reminiscences of 
their foibles and peculiarities . form, 
perhaps, the most important part of 
his literary work. 

Opening his lecture with a short ac- 
count of Lamb's life. Dr. Woodhead. 
showed what an Important effect the 
events of the essayist's life had on lils 
writing. At an early age Lamb dls- 
piiyed a. marked aptitude for writing 
and made many attempts at both 
prose and poetry. After tho murder of 
his -mother by his sister Mary, who 
was seized by a fit ot madness, he 
took over the responsibility of tho care 
oC hla aged father and ot his sister. 
The tragedy !n .Siis home seemed to 
take I,am1).;,^awai^^m|poêtr'y and he 
tUrn'ed/liisVaittenuoMontirely to prose. 
Influenced By Sister 
Iamb had a great affection for his 
sister, and his care of hçr Is one of 
the Neatest examples of brotherly 
love, was tho opinion of the speaker. 
The two began a celebrated literary 
partnership and coliaberated on sev- 
eral works, the best known being the 
"Tales From Shakespeare." In all that 
he has written the Influence of Mdry, 
who Is ithe Bridget Ella ot tho essays, 
i.<; clearly to be perceived. 

In discussing' Lamb' as a-huinorlst, 
"Ifn \Wôoàh'eàLd'.'artatëd'^^ ii' liot 

easily appreciated In modem days^be- 
cause he wrdte In a style and Idiom 
different from that • of today. The 
humour of Lamb Is compact ot tym- 
pathy rather than of antipathy, and 
his writings 'produce a mood. In which 
laughter Is very close to tears. Charlie 
Chaplin, on tho screen, produces much 
the same effect on his, audience, hav- 
ing them rollicking with laughter at 
one moment,' and then on the verge of 
tears at 'the next. 

Discovered. Elisabethans - / 
- As a judge of -literary work. Lamb 
showed exceptional critical ability In 
appreciation pf the writers of his 
own day, recognizing Wordsworth,

Paul Porter Issued Challenge 
At Labour Club Opening 

Society Must Be Organized 
On Clasaless Boats 



"Some seventy years ago, the Di- 
rector of tho United States P.atont 
LBureau suggested that this depart- 
ment bo olosed, as all possible in- 
ventions' had already been mado. 'yet 
einco that day wo havo seen a com- 
plete revolutionlHm of Ilfo, and the 
creation of a now basis for civilisa- 
tion." AVIth these pretactory remarks 
Mr. Paul Porter of thoLedgue for In- 
dustrial Democracy opened his rfd- 
dres» on tlio "Challcngo oC the New 
Social Order," speaking befora the 
AIcGlll Labour Club In- Strathcona 
Hall lost night. . 

"We now have tho industrial ca- 
pacity to produce enough of every- 
thing for everybody, and we can havo 
a pleasure economy Instead of a pain 
economy. There could be an oppor- 
tunity for a comfortable standard of 
living, and poverty, slums and tho 
war menace could bo ended. The 
old order Is breaking down in this 
present depression, 'and a radical 
shift ot outlook Is necessary to avert 
complete collapse, and Capitalism 
may crumble before Wo are ready. 
Long Shifts Contnon. 
Wo live In a ooclety in which 
we seo many hungry p'oople, and yet 
tho grain-olevators aro bulging^ with 
wheat, and the surplus of coal can- 
not be sold. In spite of all the job- 
less men wo find great numbers of 
children working, and long shifts are 
still common. This is unjustifiablo, 
as .'Is tho present maldistribution of 
income.' ' TOgjjtroubl6-';llos with the 
proflt-maklH'g'~lhcèntrvë,' which is be- 
hind all enterprise, and wlilch is now 
unnecessary. Wo ai-o trying to run 
a high powered age with the velo- 
city of an ox-cart era. , 

"Formerly, the fanjIlyV.iiaed to con- 
sumo most of what it produced, but 
tho coming of tho Factory Age has 
put an end 'tb. that. Division of func- 
tion arid à stniggle for an equal dis- 
tfibuttori oil national revenue Is 'the 
basis of the class war. To oppose 
the various " monopolies - held by tho 
owner's all ^thatjtho workers can do 
is to. organise Ja 'm'onopoiy of- thoir 
power of labour by unionising., . , 
No Cyerproduction. • 
"The ordér preached by us Social- 
ists will bo based on production for 
use and not for profit. This means 
state ownership and . control ot the 
means- of production, . with all kinds 
of 'workers' 'well-represented on the 
controlling boards. Under this sys- 
tem there would be no overproduc- 
tion. The Socialists do not aim at 
the abolishment of private property; 
they want social oyrnership to give 
the Individual more chance to- own

East, Mr. Porter replied 
that he did not think so, and that In 
his opinion Russia had no desire to 
enter into conflict with Japan at pre 
sent. The aim of Russia Is to establish 
a firm economic position in the world, 
and a struggle with Japan would, un- 
doubtedly, throw any such J)lan out of 
gear. In fifteen years', time, when Rus- 
sia will have made for herselt a place 
among the foremost nations, she may 
harbour some such ambttjon, but as 
matters stand, there Is no danger of 
any forthcoming attack.

"Radio education, like any othçr 
kind of education, has two parties, to 
it,— tho speaker and tho listener, and 
if it is to bo successful, both must 
do their share," declared Col. BQvey 
yesterday afternoon whllo speaking 
on behalf of radio education during 
the National Council of Education's 
broadc-tst. "Much ot the succefta,,,of 
these broadcasts," the speaker pointed 
out, "Is duo to tho efforts of, Mr. 
Simpson, tho station secretary, .wlio

Japan and the United. .Slates ot America, 
capntrieS which had ndiv ' retired from :B.iirq]$éan 
protilems, and Gréât Britain lidd ,mAd6 good pro- 
gress In nhval disarmament. 

The year 1931 fbu'nd France supreme In wes- 
tern Eiiropé; h6r nilghbburs wore wefctc and she 
hud à military dominance, mtich compilckted by 
a military alliance with Poland and Jugoslavia, to 
surround Gcrn^any and strengthen the border- 
lines of Russia, The^e countries, friindly to 
Franco, wore in ii dangerous position, and there- 
fore dèmandéd her support. France made a de- 
niand for security, and It she gave up .her . foi-cos, 
sho cxpdcted security by. internatlona'i Ireaties. 
England, howèver, would not guarantée security in 
tho east as sho did in the west. France was able 
to add financial to her military domination. 

Gèrniahy argués that site has been disarmed 
and punished because she ^'as - the cause of the 
war. This no longer believed, and the impérial- 
Istlo Germany of 1014 is no more. The moral 
grounds for he;- di^armaitiéht have disappeared 
and sho should be aUowéd to arm, or the rest of 
tho nations should disarm. 

Qormany's mlddlo closs was wiped out by In- 
flation, so that now her proletariat forms 70% of 
tho population. Sho has soihe flvè or six mil- 
lions ot unemployed. Her government Is in the 
hands of moderates— men who reject both com- 
munism arid imperialism.'' It France thwarts, such 
a government, tho extreme fascists, who w^uld 
alni at military strength dbove all else, might 
gain control. There is a possibility of a dictator- 
ship if the proletariat it the communists are suc- 
cessful. It either ot these things happens. Europe 
will bo in the melting iibt onoo more. 

The state of things is so crlUcal tliat disap- 
iiolnlment fj-om thé Disarmament Confè'rence 
mifcht fôrao Germany to tisdlsm ,or lo conimunism. 
A more reasonable ft-aAio of mind Ik necessary for 
thé solution of' Europe's difficulties.

"Chinese women look for advlco to 
their cl^er sisters In tho AV€8t In the 
new feminist movement," said Dr. 
Klang Kans-Hu In an nddr«ss de- 
livered to tho Slontreal "West "Woman's 
Club yesterday afternoon In the 
United Church of Montreal West. Tho 
stibject oC tho talk was "Women's 
^Position In China: Ancient and 
■Modern." 

In ancient Ihnos the status ot wo- 
men evcrywhcro w.i.s lower than It Is 
to-day; and lliîs wis ho especially lu 
China. Such an attitude was duo to 
the Influence of tho ancient Chinese 
^lillpsbphy, as set forth Jn tho Book 
reoP ChanBCS, the root of all Oriental 
; : philosophy, and tho oldest, written 
book In the world. In It all phenomena 
and all orlsrlns were classified Into 
two groups, positive and negative. 
Man came under the positive and wo- 
inen under tho nosative; hence man 
had a hfgli position and women a cor- 
respondingly low one. 

Idea Prevailed 
This Idea prevailed in China for 
sevcrAl thousand yciirK. Women's posi- 
tion. during that period mlpht bo suni- 
ijiarlscd In the following i)lirascs: 
^ : sraceful daushler, dutiful wife, and 
4^:|kliidly mother. WiUiIn this compass, 
'a woman's wholo cxlstenco lay. She 
'J. ' did not live for herself; there was 
/ij^; . nothing for her In life but marriage 
aiid obedient service. In her capacity 
iif daughter and wife and mother 
', there was no siich term as "old maid," 
^•|jror every woman was married. This 
; Idciil of woman la severely criticised 
by the modern feminists, but Us real 
beauty and virtue should ndt bo over- 
looked.

TIio (lo.illi of Coleridge In 1834 was 
tho cause ot the death of Limb. He 
never recovered from the blow, and 
passed away , six months after the 
death of his friend. Dr. Woodhead 
ended his lecture with a tribute to 
Lamb, saying, "The people who love 
Charles Lamb, love him a little niore
